Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1943. 

A  short  review  of  the  statistics  given  in  the  Report  brings  to  light 
the  following  facts,  and  the  problems  that  will  shortly  have  to  be  faced. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  slowly  rising,  and  more  Maternity  Home  accom¬ 
modation  is  badly  needed.  The  problem  is  under  consideration  by  the 
Regional  Hospitals  Council,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  more  beds  will 
be  required. 

The  Death  Rate  is  almost  stationary,  and  the  care  of  the  aged  and 
infirm  is  therefore  likely  to  be  an  increasing  commitment. 

The  deaths  from  Cancer  show  an  increase,  and  the  prevention  and 
treatment  of  this  disease  is  under  consideration  by  a  Joint  Committee 
of  the  Local  Authorities  in  the  area. 

The  situation  in  regard  to  Tuberculosis  is  fairly  satisfactory,  but 
more  institutional  accommodation  is  required,  and  this  question  is  also 
being  considered  by  a  similar  Joint  Committee. 

There  is  a  grave  shortage  of  hospital  beds,  not  only  for  the  acutely  ill, 
but  also  for  the  chronic  sick,  and  the  provision  of  increased  hospital 
accommodation  is  an  urgent  necessity. 

The  Public  Health  Department  was  temporarily  removed  from  the 
Town  Hall  to  Greyfriars  in  1925.  It  now  occupies  three  separate  houses, 
some  distance  apart,  and  it  would  add  very  considerably  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  department  if  suitable  office  accommodation  could  be  provided  in 
close  proximity  to  the  other  Corporation  Departments.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA, 

1.  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

See  pages 


2.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  Public  Health  bacteriological  investigations  are  undertaken  by  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  A  central  laboratory  of 
this  service  is  housed  in  Oxford  in  the  University  School  of  Pathology, 
South  Parks  Road  (Tel.  No.  47884).  The  service  has  been  a  great  boon 
to  the  Public  Health  Medical  Officer  and  the  General  Practitioner,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  permanent  service  run  on  these  lines  will  be 
available  after  the  war. 

3.  Ambulance  Services. 

Two  ambulances  are  kept  at  the  City  Police  Station,  and  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Watch  Committee.  The  Civil  Defence  ambulances  also 
help  with  the  removal  of  the  sick. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  run  an  ambulance  service  that  is 
available  at  all  times. 

The  co-ordination  of  the  Ambulance  .Service  not  only  in  the  City, 
but  also  in  the  surrounding  areas  should  be  a  matter  for  immediate  con¬ 
sideration  after  the  war. 


4.  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Oxford  District  Nurses  Association  is  responsible  for  all  domi¬ 
ciliary  nursing  services,  and  the  following  table  shows  the  amount  of 
work  the  association  does  on  behalf  of  the  City  Council.  For  these  services 
the  Association  is  paid  a  grant  of  £200  which  is  made  up  as  follows: — 
/TOO  for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  services,  and  £100  for  the  home 
nursing  of  the  aged  and  infirm  and  necessitous  patients  who  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee.  The  work  of  the 
District  Nurses  is  difficult  and  arduous,  and  no  praise  is  too  high  for  the 
work  they  do. 

During  the  influenza  epidemic  in  the  autumn  of  1943  the  City  Council 
authorised  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  two  additional  nurses.

Since  the  war  the  work  of  the  part-time  District  Medical  Officer  who 
is  on  War  Service  has  been  undertaken  by  5  of  his  colleagues  who  reside 
in  different  parts  of  the  City. 

7.  Mid  wives. 

The  scheme  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  in  1937  has  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  there  have 
been  no  changes  in  the  staff. 

8.  Emergency  Obstetric  Service. 

See  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section. 

9.  Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  Oxford  and  District  Joint  Hospitals  Board  co-ordinates  the 
policy  in  regard  to  the  work  of  all  the  Hospitals  in  the  District,  and  is  in  ' 
turn  represented  on  the  Oxford,  Berkshire  and  Buckinghamshire  Regional 
Hospitals  Council.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  fills 
a  very  real  need  in  bringing  together  the  Local  Authorities,  and  Voluntary 
Hospital  Managements  to  arrange  for  the  best  hospital  service  possible 
in  the  area.

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10.  The  Oxford  and  District  Public  Medical  Service. 

This  service  is  a  voluntary  extension  of  the  Medical  Service  already 
available  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts.  At  present  under 
those  Acts  an  insured  person  is  entitled  to  medical  attention,  but  his 
dependants  are  not. 

11.  Bureau  of  Health  and  Sickness  Records. 

A  Bureau  has  been  established  in  Oxford  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Berks,  Bucks  and  Oxon  Regional  Hospitals  Council,  and  is  accommodated 
at  the  Nuffield  Institute  of  Social  Medicine.  The  immediate  aim  of  the 
Bureau  is  to  collect  information  about  health  and  sickness,  and  to  place 
tabulated  results  at  the  disposal  of  experts,  who  will  investigate  them  in 
relation  to  such  factors  as  age,  sex,  social  and  economic  status  and  en¬ 
vironment,  the  results  of  special  forms  of  treatment  and  so  on.  The  City 
Council  has  agreed  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Bureau  such  records  of 
health  and  sickness  as  it  can  provide.

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Domiciliary  Assistance  to  Unemployable  Blind  Persons. 

Revision  of  the  scheme  providing  domiciliary  assistance  to  unem¬ 
ployable  and  other  necessitous  blind  persons  was  approved  by  the  City 
Council  and  came  into  operation  on  November  1st,  1943. 

The  main  points  are  as  follows: — 

1.  The  income  of  the  blind  person  living  alone,  after  taking  into 
account  existing  means,  shall  be  augmented  to  36/6  a  week.  This  is 
subject  to  a  rent  adjustment  which  may  increase  the  income  to  not  more 
than  39/-,  nor  decrease  it  to  less  than  34/-. 

2.  The  income  of  the  blind  person  living  in  a  household;  but  not  as 
householder,  shall  be  augmented  to  29/6  a  week,  to  be  increased  by  a 
further  amount  deemed  to  include  the  need  of  making  a  contribution 
to  the  rent  of  the  household.  This  must  be  not  less  than  2/6  nor  more  than 
7/-  a  week,  having  regard  to  the  number  of  persons  between  whom  the 
accommodation  is  shared. 

3.  The  income  of  the  blind  person  living  with  his  sighted  wife  shall 
be  augmented  to  49/-,  such  sum  to  be  increased  or  decreased  by  one-half 
of  the  amount  by  which  the  rent  is  greater  or  less  than  10/-  a  week,  subject 
to  the  income  not  being  increased  to  more  than  52/6,  nor  decreased  to  less 
than  45/6. 

4.  The  income  of  the  blind  householder  living  with  his  blind  wife 
shall  be  augmented  to  54/-,  such  sum  to  be  increased  or  decreased  by 
one-half  of  the  amount  by  which  the  rent  is  greater  or  less  than  10/- 
a  week,  subject  to  the  income  not  being  increased  to  more  than  57/6, 
nor  decreased  to  less  than  50/6.

Mental  Treatment  Act. 

Up  to  the  end  of  September  Miss  Horder  has  continued  to  go  as

new  cases  were  referred.  In  October,  Littlemore  Hospital  appointed  a 
P.S.W.  to  work  from  there  and  she  is  undertaking  the  adult  work  for 
Littlemore  and  the  Radcliffe.  The  P.S.W.  works  a  good  deal  from  this 
office  and  keeps  records  here.  She  and  the  Mental  Health  Visitor  are 
working  in  close  co-operation 
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SECTION  III 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER 

DISEASES. 

Smallpox.  There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox  in  Oxford  during  1943, 
and  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Garsington  remained  closed  throughout  the 
year. 

A  request  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  asking  the  Council 
if  it  would  be  prepared  to  take  in  smallpox  cases  from  other  areas,  and 
this  was  agreed  if  the  full  cost  of  opening  and  running  the  hospital  was 
paid  by  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the  patient  resided. 

Scarlet  Fever.  444  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
year.  This  is  a  comparatively  high  figure,  and  is  in  keeping  with  the 
noticeable  prevalence  at  the  same  time  of  streptococcal  sore  throats.  The 
incidence  was  heaviest  in  the  Headington  and  Cowley  wards.  While  there 
were  instances  of  local  spread,  that  is,  several  cases  due  to  the  same  type 
streptococcus  occurring  in  a  School  or  Day  Nursery  or  other  Institution 
within  a  short  period,  at  no  time  did  the  incidence  rise  to  epidemic  pro¬ 
portion  in  any  area  in  the  City.  Most  of  the  cases  were  mild  and  uncom¬ 
plicated,  and  there  was  only  one  death  from  this  cause. 

Diphtheria.  The  report  on  this  disease  is  an  extremely  satisfactory 

one. 

One  severe  case  of  laryngeal  diphtheria  occurred  in  an  unimmunised  child, 
who  recovered  without  tracheotomy  or  complications,  after  an  anxious 
first  week  in  hospital.  All  the  other  patients  suffered  mild  uncomplicated 
attacks,  several  indeed,  were  clinically  doubtful,  and  may  well  have  been 
non-diphtheritic  tonsillitis  in  a  temporary  diphtheria  carrier.  It  is  inter¬ 
esting  to  note  the  alteration  in  age  incidence  which  has  become  apparent 
this  year.  Whereas  almost  all  the  cases  used  to  be  in  the  under  15  age 
groups,  and  most  of  them  in  the  under  10  age  groups,  a  considerable 
proportion  this  year  came  in  the  over  15  age  groups. 

There  was  no  death  during  the  year  from  this  disease. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  All  these  improvements  in  the 
City  records  are  the  cumulative  effect  of  the  previous  four  years  intensive 
work  in  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  In  1943,  1,371  children  under 
5  years  were  immunised  in  the  City  Clinics  and  Infants  Welfare  Centres, 
and  776  children  between  the  ages  of  5 — 15  years  were  immunised  at 
Clinics  and  Schools.  On  December  31st  1943,  66.64%  of  the  under  5  year 
olds  and  69.03%  of  the  school  age  children  in  the  City  had  been  im¬ 
munised  against  diphtheria. 
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Typhoid.  Only  2  cases  were  actually  notified  (1  Typhoid  and  1  Para¬ 
typhoid  B.),  although  several  doubtful  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital 
for  investigation.  All  of  them  were  mild,  and  all  the  patients  recovered 
rapidly.  In  no  case  was  it  possible  to  .trace  the  source  of  infection,  al¬ 
though  enquiries  and  investigations  were  made  among  the  contacts  of 
the  patients. 

Pneumonia.  107  cases  were  notified,  and  the  Death  Returns  attribute 
58  deaths  to  this  disease. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever.  13  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  were  notified 
during  the  year.  One  notification  was  subsequently  withdrawn  as  the 
infection  proved  to  be  pneumococcal  and  not  meningococcal.  Two  of  the 
remaining  patients  were  in  the  Services,  one  of  these  died  very  shortly 
after  admission  to  a  Military  Hospital.  Eight  of  the  twelve  patients  were 
admitted  to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital,  and  all  recovered.  The  remain¬ 
ing  2  *were  admitted  to  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  one  of  which,  a  child, 
aged  7  months,  died. 

Acute  Polio-Myelitis.  One  case  only  was  notified  during  the  year. 
This  patient  was  nursed  in  the  City  Isolation  Hospital  during  the  acute

phase  of  her  illness  and  was  then  transferred  to  the  Wingfield  Hospital 
for  further  treatment.  She  made  an  excellent  recovery. 

♦  / 

Dysentery.  44  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified,  the  majority  of  them 
being  very  mild,  and  due  to  the  Sonne  bacillus.  Two  cases  of  Flexner 
dysentery,  and  3  cases  due  to  b.  enteritides  Gaertner  occurred — all  were 
mild  and  uncomplicated. 

Erysipelas.  39  cases  were  notified,  13  of  which  were  admitted  to  the 
City  Isolation  Hospitah  One  death  occurred  in  this  group,  but  although 
the  patient  was  notified  and  admitted  to  hospital  as  a  case  of  facial 
erysipelas,  the  fatal  outcome  resulted  from  a  staphylococcal  meningitis 
and  pyaemic  abscesses  of  lung. 

Measles.  1,695  cases  of  measles  were  notified.  There  was  one  death 
in  this  group,  but  this  was  in  a  child  with  a  tuberculous  infection  of  bone, 
who  developed  tuberculous  meningitis  during  the  course  of  measles — so 
that  the  death  should  more  properly  be  attributed  to  tuberculous  menin¬ 
gitis  with  measles  as  a  subsidiary  and  contributing  cause. 

Whooping  Cough.  599  cases  were  notified.  The  majority  were  in 
the  under  5  age  group.  The  only  death  was  in  an  11  months'  old  infant, 
who  developed  a  fatal  encephalitis  and  broncho-pneumonia  as  complica¬ 
tions  of  the  whooping  cough.

The  table  shows  that  the  vast  majority  of  our  patients  were  suffering 
from  either  measles  or  scarlet  fever.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of 
patients  admitted  as  “observation  diphtheria”  is  far  in  excess  of  the 
number  finally  proving  to  be  actually  suffering  from  diphtheria.  This 
may  be  regarded  as  a  sound  public  health  measure ;  when  there  is  a  well- 
founded  suspicion  of  diphtheria  the  patient  should  be  given  the  advantage 
of  immediate  admission  to  hospital  and  early  serum  treatment.  This  is 
made  possible  from  an  administrative  point  of  view  by  the  excellent 
provision  for  cubicle  nursing  in  the  Isloation  Hospital. 

A  relatively  large  number  of  patients  were  admitted  with  Whooping 
Cough  in  1943,  some  of  them  at  the  request  of  neighbouring  Local  Authori¬ 
ties.  During  the  autumn  and  winter  Main  I  Block  was  used  solely  for 
Whooping  Cough  cases,  and  proved  most  satisfactory  for  the  purpose. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  generally  only  cases  of  special  severity  or  danger 
could  be  accepted  for  admission,  the  low  death  rate,  1.2%,  is  regarded 
with  satisfaction. 
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Two  mothers  were  who  regarded  as  unsuitable  for  admission  to  a 
Maternity  Home  because  of  suspected  infection,  were  safely  delivered  of 
healthy  infants  in  the  hospital. 

One  operation  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  in  a  diphtheria 
carrier,  and  one  for  drainage  of  osteomyelitis  complicated  by  chickenpox 
were  performed. 

The  Hospital  continued  its  work  as  a  Training  School  for  Nurses 
taking  the  Fever  Certificate.  Five  junior  nurses  passed  their  preliminary 
examination,  and  five  senior  nurses  passed  their  final  examination  and 
became  certificated  Fever  Nurses. 

Medical  Students  continued  to  attend  for  instruction  in  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases.

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SECTION  IV 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


A  new  Tuberculosis  Allowance  Scheme  was  brought  into  force  in 
September  1943,  in  accordance  with  the  Government  memorandum  266/T. 
The  following  Report  was  made  to  the  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  in 
June  1944,  but  as  the  scheme  started  in  1943,  it  seems  desirable  to  in¬ 
corporate  it  in  the  1943  report,  bearing  in  mind  that  many  of  the  statistics 
refer  to  1944: —

When  the  new  scheme  for  the  payment  of  allowances  to  tuberculous 
patients  came  into  force  in  September  1943,  it  was  decided  that  extra 
staff  would  be  required.  An  additional  part-time  assistant  Tuberculosis 
Officer  was  appointed  (Dr.  A.  Burns)  at  a  salary  of  £250  per  annum.  The 
Health  Visitor  then  undertaking  the  Tuberculosis  visiting  was  appointed 
full-time  for  this  work.  The  whole-time  assistant  Almoner  was  added 
to  the  staff  (salary  £250)  and  an  extra  clerk  was  authorised  for  the  clerical 
work;  in  fact  this  clerk  has  not  been  appointed  as  the  clerical  side  of  the 
work  has  been  absorbed  into  the  clerical  section  of  the  Public  Health 
Department. 


The  work  of  these  officers  can  be  summarised  under  three  headings: 
1.  Clinical.  2.  Welfare  3.  Clerical. 


1.  Clinical  work.  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Radchffe  Infirmary  on 
Tuesdays,  from  5 — 6.30  p.m.,  and  Fridays  10.30  a.m. — 12.30  p.m.,  and 
at  the  Osier  on  Thursday  mornings  at  11  a.m. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  patients  attending  these 
clinics  for  the  8  months  before  the  scheme  came  into  force,  and  for  the  first 
8  months  of  the  scheme.

N.B.  The  figures  are  of  patients  attending  Clinics  each  month.  The 
total  attendances  are  much  bigger,  as  some  patients  attend  twice,  and, 
in  some  cases,  three  times  during  the  month,  for  results  of  X-rays,  blood 
tests,  and  advice  re  work,  allowances,  etc. 

Number  of  X-rays  taken: 

8  months  prior  to  commencement  of  scheme  —  376. 

8  months  since  scheme  came  into  operation  =  486. 

When  a  patient  first  comes  to  the  Clinic  the  medical  history  is  ob¬ 
tained  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse,  who  hands  the  patient  over  to  the  doc¬ 
tors  for  their  clinical  examination  and  recommendation.  The  patient 
then  goes  to  the  Almoner,  so  that  any  financial  or  social  difficulties  can 
be  dealt  with  at  the  time.  In  the  great  majority  of  new  cases  an  X-ray 
photograph  of  the  chest  is  ordered,  and  the  table  shows  the  number  so 
examined  during  the  past  16  months.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been 
a  large  increase.  Then  the  patients  are  advised  as  to  what  is  the  best 
line  of  treatment  for  them. 

The  notes  from  the  Clinic  are  brought  back  to  the  Public  Health 
Department,  and  doctors  notified  of  the  result  of  the  examination.  Two 
card  indices  are  kept  for  each  patient,  one  for  statistical  purposes,  and  one 
for  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse,  and  an  extract  of  the  clinic  notes  are  made 
on  these  cards  for  follow  up  purposes. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officers  and  the  Nurse  pay  home  visits  when 
necessary,  and  the  Nurse  advises  on  the  general  health  problems  arising 
from  the  disease.  She  pays  an  average  of  180 — 200  visits  per  month. 

2.  Welfare  Work.  The  brunt  of  this  work  falls  on  the  Almoner, 
who  works  in  close  co-operation  with  the  other  members  of  the  team. 
At  present  the  work  falls  under  the  following  headings: — 

Statutory  Allowances,  (these  apply  to  patients  requiring  treatment 
who  have  been  at  work  within  the  last  2  years,  and  are  likely  to  return 
to  work).  Eligibility  is  decided  at  the  Chest  Clinic.  This  also  applies 
with  a  few  exceptions  to  In-patients.  Oxford  was  lucky  in  that  through 
starting  comparatively  late  help  was  obtained  through  other  Authorities'

mistakes.  One  very  simple  form  was  drafted  instead  of  the  three  compli¬ 
cated  ones  originally  suggested  in  Memo  266/T.  Patients  can  fill  this  in 
quickly  and  easily  themselves.  Assessment  is  made  by  the  Almoner  and 
submitted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  before  being  passed  on  to  the 
Treasurer’s  Department,  which  also  makes  advanced  .payments  immedi¬ 
ately  when  required.  Adjustments  are  made  weekly  in  the  allowances, 
and  there  are  constant  variations:  National  Health  Insurance  changes, 
part-time  wages,  rents,  children  starting  work,  illness,  etc.,  but  patients 
in  Oxford  have  been  very  co-operative,  and  visiting  in  this  respect  is 
much  reduced  by  patients  writing  or  coming  into  Greyfriars  to  notify 
changes. 

To  give  some  figures: — since  September  1943,  £1,031  4s.  11  d.  has 
been  paid  in  statutory  allowances.  42  maintenance,  13  discretionary,  and 
3  special  allowances  have  been  granted. 

Allowances  to  chronic  patients  (those  patients  unable  to  work). 
On  December  12th,  1943,  by  an  unofficial  arrangement  with  the  Public 
Assistance  Authorities,  chronic  cases  were  included  in  a  scheme.  From 
the  patients’  point  of  view  they  are  treated  exactly  like  people  on  the 
statutory  allowances — administratively  the  Almoner  submits  them  to  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee  as  new  cases,  and  notifies  the  Relieving 
Officer  weekty  of  any  small  changes.  These  cases  are  visited  regularly 
as  most  of  them  are  unable  to  attend  the  clinics.  Again  to  give  some 
figures:  in  25  weeks  £207  Is.  Id.  had  been  paid  out  in  these  allowances. 
11  chronics  have  received  maintenance  allowances,  4  discretionary  and 
2  special.  This  scheme  is  now  working  smoothly,  and  numerous  enquiries 
have  been  received  about  it  from  other  boroughs  and  counties,  as  well  as 
about  our  abbreviated  forms.  Those  not  eligible  for  allowances  are 
referred,  if  necessary  to  an  appropriate  agency. 

Free  Milk.  One  or  two  pints  can  be  given  free  to  patients  if  they 
are  financially  in  need,  and  these  cases  are  looked  for.  In  September 
58  patients  received  free  milk. 

Rehabilitation.  At  the  Chest  Clinics,  when  X-rays  are  read,  in  the 
Sanatorium,  and  from  the  Labour  Exchange  the  question  of  what  sort 
of  work  a  patient  can  go  back  to  or  what  he  ought  to  leave,  is  constantly 
being  raised.  It  was  felt  that  it  was  difficult  to  begin  to  judge  or  assess 
a  patient’s  day  until  something  of  factory  conditions  had  been  seen. 
Morris  Motors,  Radiators,  Pressed  Steel,  Bowthorpes  and  Mintys  were 
visited,  and  the  different  workshops  seen,  and  the  people  who  ran  them 
were  contacted.  These  visits  have  proved  invaluable,  both  in  finding  the 
right  sort  of  work  for  patients,  and  getting  co-operation  and  help  from  the 
firms,  and  when  there  is  doubt  or  difficulty  in  any  job,  the  Almoner,  with 
the  patients’  permission,  visits  individual  employers.  The  Tuberculosis 
Officer  recommends  a  type  of  work,  and  the  Almoner  tries  either  through 
official  or  unofficial  ways  to  find  something  suitable.  Help  is  given  with 
releases  and  time  lags  between  two  jobs. 
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Since  September  15  people  on  allowances  have  returned  to  full  time 
light  work,  5  to  their  previous  employment  and  7  to  part-time  work. 
24  others  have  been  placed  or  replaced,  including  two  men  who  had  not 
worked  for  2  and  6  years,  and  much  co-operation  has  been  received  from 
employers,  and  Labour  Exchange  officials  concerned.  Not  much  training 
has  been  done,  but  the  Technical  College,  Secretarial  Colleges,  Labour 
Exchange  and  rehabilitation  centres  have  been  approached  with  a  view 
to  developing  this  side  of  re-employment,  which  should  improve  patients 
position  and  permanency  in  the  labour  market  after  the  war. 

The  Care  Committee.  The  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Scheme  is  taken 
each  month  to  this  Committee  for  their  ratification,  suggestions  and  advice, 
A  care  fund,  formed  in  December  out  of  voluntary  contributions,  the 
balance  of  which  stood  at  £166  7s.  8 d.  at  the  end  of  May,  is  administered 
by  the  Almoner,  and  sanctioned  by  this  Committee.  The  Committee  is 
affiliated  to  the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis. 

Handicrafts.  In  May  a  full-time  handicraft  teacher  was  appointed 
to  teach  all  crafts  such  as  light  woodwork,  felt  work,  basket  work,  toy¬ 
making.  She  is,  at  present,  teaching  at  the  Osier  and  Sunnyside,  and 
Abingdon  Road,'  and  includes  a  few  out-patients  referred  to  her.  It  is 
hoped  when  the  hut  has  been  removed  and  cleaned,  to  start  some  light 
piece-time  munition  work,  and  the  out-patient  attendances  will  grow. 

Housing.  When  housing  reports  have  been  made  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Nurse,  and  there  are  stumbling  blocks  to  getting  a  Council  house,  or 
evacuees  in  a  house  with  a  person  with  open  T.B.,  these  cases  are  followed 
up  with  a  view  to  improving  the  families’  conditions  in  spite  of  war-time 
difficulties. 

Other  General  Welfare.  This  includes  anything  which  may  assist  in 
keeping  up  the  families’  standard  of  living,  carrying  out  treatment  pre¬ 
scribed,  and  adapting  themselves  happily  to  a  new  way  of  living.  If 
patients  are  referred  to  other  hospitals  or  clinics — maternity,  birth  control, 
orthopaedic,  eye,  dental,  the  appropriate  persons  in  these  spheres  are  given 
full  social  particulars.  Then  if  the  patient  needs  glasses,  help  with  fares, 
artificial  teeth,  spinal  supports,  sticks,  a  change  of  occupation,  conva¬ 
lescence,  open  air  school,  he  is  referred  back  to  this  department  for  the 
required  help. 

Other  general  needs  are  clothing,  bedding,  extra  fuel  during  illness, 
help  with  pension,  compensation,  and  National  Health  Insurance  claims, 
separation  orders  and  other  legal  advice.  The  endeavour  is  to  help  the 
family  as  a  whole  to  get  through  a  period  of  illness  as  quickly  and  easily 
as  possible,  and  to  prevent  more  illness  both  in  and  outside  the  family. 

3.  Clerical  Work.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  a  Tuberculosis  Clerk 
and  an  Assistant  who  are  responsible  for  all  the  records.  Waiting  lists 
are  kept  for  the  different  Institutions  and,  unless  considered  urgent,  the 
cases  are  dealt  with  in  strict  rotation. 
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Every  patient  on  the  Notified  and  Observation  Registers  has  three 
records:  1.  A  file,  which  is  kept  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  2.  A  Health  Visitor’s 
Card,  on  which  is  recorded  each  attendance  at  the  Clinic,  result  of  X-rays, 
sputum  results,  and  Admissions  and  Discharges  from  Hospital,  together 
with  the  Health  Visitor's  findings  in  regard  to  home  conditions,  contacts, 
etc.,  and  3.  A  Dispensary  Card,  from  which  information  is  obtained  for 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Quarterly  and  Annual  Returns,  and  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

x4fter  each  Chest  Clinic,  the  patient’s  files  are  returned  to  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  the  cards  mentioned  are  completed.  The  patient’s 
private  doctor  is  then  informed  of  the  results  of  the  examination  and  re¬ 
commendation  as  to  subsequent  treatment.  Upon  discharge  from  hos¬ 
pital,  a  discharge  report  is  sent  to  the  private  doctor. 

Various  records  have  to  be  kept  in  order  to  prepare  the  monthly 
Committee  Report. 

At  the  present  time,  a  good  deal  of  extra  work  is  incurred  in  dealing 
with  Service  patients.  Numerous  forms  have  to  be  filled  in  for  the  Minis¬ 
try  of  Pensions  and  a  Special  Register  kept  in  order  that  claims  for  cost 
of  treatment  can  be  made  accurately. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  Scheme  for  the  pa3/ment  of  Allow¬ 
ances  the  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Clerk  has  had  to  devote  most  of  her  time 
to  clerical  work  for  the  Almoner.  A  Grant  Scheme  authorising  the  City 
Treasurer  to  pay  the  allowances  has  to  be  completed  weekly,  and  at  least 
two  forms  completed  for  each  patient.  Separate  records  of  patients  are 
kept  for  the  Almoner  which  deal  mainly  with  financial  rather  than  medical 
circumstances.  An  average  of  8 — 10  letters  have  to  be  written  every  day.”

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  3  Oxford  women  who  died  in  consequence  of  pregnancy 
or  childbirth  during  1943. 

Details  of  Cases : — 

1.  Aged  23  yrs.  First  pregnancy.  Attended  City  Ante-Natal 
Clinic.  Twins  diagnosed,  so  arrangements  made  for  delivery  in  Radcliffe 
Maternity  Home.  Unavoidable  complications  led  to  infection  from  which 
patient  died  about  a  month  after  delivery. 

2.  Aged  32.  1th  pregnancy.  Attended  Radcliffe  Maternity  Home 
ante-natal  clinic,  where  routine  blood-test  gave  evidence  of  syphilitic 
infection.  Treatment  was  instituted  and  patient  became  very  ill  and 
died  in  coma.  Doubt  as  to  whether  death  due  to  eclampsia  or  arsenic 
encephalopathy,  but  latter  far  more  probable. 

3.  Aged  37.  2nd  pregnancy.  Patient  in  care  of  obstetric  specialist. 
Died  suddenly  in  pregnancy  of  cerebral  haemorrhage.  Doubtful  if 
pregnancy  had  any  bearing  on  death. 

Remarks.  Only  the  first  case  is  really  a  “maternal  death”.  This 
death  can  be  described  as  “unavoidable”  in  the  sense  that  the  fullest 
facilities  were  available  and  used  from  beginning  to  end. 

A  detailed  report  of  all  the  cases  was  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  for  Oxford  (deaths  per  1,000  live  and 
stillbirths)  was  1.76.  (England  and  Wales  2.29). 

Infant  Deaths. 

In  1943,  116  infants  under  one  year  died  in  the  City.  Of  these, 
66  were  non-residents.  5  deaths  occurred  outside  the  City,  and  were 
transferred  in  as  their  permanent  address  was  an  Oxford  one.  Thus  the 
total  number  of  Infant  Deaths  was  55. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  =  32.82. 

(England  and  Wales  —  49). 

The  Neo-Natal  Mortality  Rate  =  14.32.

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II.  Maternity. 

A.  Institutional  Accommodation. 

1.  Radcliffe  Maternity  Home. 

This  home  carries  on  a  large  part  of  the  Maternity  work  for  Oxford, 
and  the  surrounding  district.  In  1943  the  Home  had  58+11  Emergency 
beds.  During  the  year  1,317  patients  were  admitted.  There  were  1,209 
deliveries,  835  of  which  were  conducted  by  midwives  and  374  by  doctors 
and  medical  students.

2.  Cowley  Road  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  has  12  maternity  beds.  During  the  year  122  patients 
were  admitted.  There  were  113  deliveries  by  midwives,  and  4  by  doctors. 

3.  Private  Maternity  Homes. 

In  1943  there  were  6  maternity  or  maternity  and  nursing  homes  in 
the  City,  providing  a  total  of  56  beds. 

4.  Emergency  Maternity  Homes. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  war,  owing  to  evacuation  and  the  increased 
population,  it  was  found  necessary  to  establish  two  Emergency  Maternity 
Homes. 

The  first :  < 

Ruskin  Maternity  Home,  in  Walton  Street,  was  opened  in  September  1939, 
and  has  an  accommodation  of  49  beds.  This  home  is  under  the  control  of 
the  City  (though  the  Ministry  of  Health  bears  the  cost)  and  is  in  the  charge 
of  a  resident  Medical  Officer. 

From  the  time  it  was  opened  until  December  31st,  1943,  there  have 
been  approximately  1,987  deliveries  at  this  home. 

The  second: 

Davenport  House  Maternity  Home,  Headington  Hill,  was  opened  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1940,  and  has  an  accommodation  of  30  beds.  It  is  staffed  in  the 
main  by  nurses  seconded  by  the  London  County  Council,  and  is  in  the 
charge  of  a  visiting  Medical  Practitioner. 

Since  it  was  opened  there  have  been  approximately  1.089  deliveries 
there.

Notes  on  improvements  in  antenatal  work  during  the  year. 

1.  Routine  Kahn  and  Wassermann  reactions  were  performed  from 
April  onwards.  Two  definite  cases  of  syphilis  were  detected  in  this  way. 
In  one  treatment  of  the  mother  was  instituted  at  the  4th  month,  and  the 
baby  was  born  alive  and  free  from  infection.  In  the  other  treatment  was 
not  instituted  till  about  6  weeks  before  delivery.  The  child  died  at  about 
3  months,  but  it  is  not  certain  whether  death  was  due  to  syphilis. 

2.  An  arrangement  was  made  whereby  mothers  expressing  a  wish 
for  gas  and  air  analgesia  could  have  it  administered  by  the  Radcliffe 
Maternity  Home  District  staff.  One  patient  took  advantage  of  this 
during  the  year. 

3.  Arrangements  have  been  made,  in  conjunction  with  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Morbid  Anatomy,  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  for  a  post-mortem  exam¬ 
ination  to  be  carried  out  on  stillborn  infants,  and  those  dying  in  the  neo¬ 
natal  period. 

D.  Emergency  Obstetric  Service  1943. 

This  service  was  instituted  in  1938.  It  operates  from  the  Radcliffe 
Infirmary  Maternity  Home.  The  team  goes  out  when  called  upon  by  the 
doctors  in  the  district,  and  the  fees  are  paid  by  the  local  authorities  if  the 
patient  is  unable  to  pay. 
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The  service  was  brought  into  operation  on  eight  occasions  during  the 
year.  There  were  7  domiciliary  cases,  4  of  retained  placenta,  1  of  post¬ 
partum  haemorrhage,  and  2  of  incomplete  abortion.  The  remaining  call 
was  to  Davenport  House  Emergency  Maternity  Home  for  post-partum 
haemorrhage.  All  the  patients  made  good  recoveries.

V.  War-time  Day  Nurseries. 

Five  new  nurseries  and  one  extension  nursery  were  opened  during 
the  year  1943.  Two  were  ready  in  February,  two  in  the  summer,  and  two 
in  the  late  autumn.  These  completed  the  programme  decided  upon  by 
the  Committee. 

There  are  now  eleven  nurseries  in  all,  with  places  for  550  children. 
With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  nurseries,  the  places  were  quickly  filled, 
and  by  now  all  are  quite  full,  and  some  have  waiting  lists. 

The  average  number  on  the  registers  (monthly)  was  366,  and  the 
total  number  of  attendances  (monthly  average)  was  6,214.  (It  must  be 
remembered  that  two  nurseries  opened  very  late  in  the  year). 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  getting  suitable  staff  and  the  opening  of 
a  nursery  has  never  been  delayed  on  account  of  staffing  difficulties.  There 
have  been  difficult  patches  sometimes,  owing  to  illness  among  the  staff, 
but  no  child  has  been  refused  admittance  on  this  account. 

The  nurseries  are  greatly  appreciated,  and  have  proved  a  valuable 
boon  to  the  children,  and  to  the  mothers,  who,  for  various  reasons  are  doing 
work  of  all  kinds  in  factories,  shops,  restaurants,  hospitals,  offices,  trans¬ 
port,  and  priority  domestic  work. 

Where  it  has  been  possible  help  has  also  been  given  to  other  mothers 
during  illness  or  confinements,  by  allowing  their  children  under  five  years 
of  age  to  attend  the  nurseries  for  a  while. 

« 

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  Charge. 

Children  attending  War-time  Day  Nurseries  have  a  medical  examin¬ 
ation  as  soon  as  possible  after  admission,  and  thereafter  at  quarterly 
intervals,  unless  some  particular  defect  calls  for  more  frequent  observation. 
This  has  involved  some  2,200  medical  inspections  in  the  year, 
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Children  requiring  E.N.T.  treatment  are  referred  through  the  School 
Medical  Department  to  the  City  E.N.T.  Clinic.  Eye  defects  are  referred 
to  the  Eye  Hospital  Out-patient  Department,  and  any  nutrition  conditions 
and  problems  in  management,  such  as  enuresis,  which  do  not  respond  to 
simple  measures  in  the  Nursery,  are  referred  to  the  City  School  Clinic  at 
the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  for  further  investigation. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  watch  the  almost  universal  improvement 
in  physique  which  has  become  apparent  in  children  with  regular  Nursery 
life  and  diet. 


VI. 

Public  Health  Act  1936,  Section  187  \ —Registration  of  Nursing  Homes. 

In  1943,  6  Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes  were  registered  under  the 
above  Acts,  with  an  accommodation  of  56  beds. 

There  were  no  applications  for  registration  and  no  registrations  were 
cancelled  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  17  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives. 


VII. 

Public  Health  Act  1936,  Sections  206 — 220. 

The  11  Health  Visitors  are  appointed  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors 
under  the  above  Acts. 

At  the  end  of  1943,  41  foster  parents,  and  55  children  were  on  the 
register.  A  report  of  the  cases  is  presented  to  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  quarterly. 


VIII. 

Adoption  ( Regulation )  Act  1939. 

The  above  Act  came  into  force  in  June  of  this  year. 

Miss  Caley,  Moral  Welfare  Worker  for  the  City  was  appointed  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  to  work  in  co-operation  with  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  the  City  Education  Authority. 

No  application  has  been  received  for  the  registration  of  an  Adoption 
Society  in  Oxford. 

The  Welfare  Authority  now  has  to  be  notified  by  anyone  other  than 
a  registered  Adoption  Society  participating  in  the  arrangements  for  the 
adoption  of  a  child,  and  the  health  and  care  of  such  a  child  is  supervised 
by  the  Health  Visitor. 
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IX.  Birth  Control. 

A  clinic  to  give  contraceptive  advice  on  medical  grounds,  conducted 
by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  is  held  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary 
at  5.30  p.m.  on  Mondays. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  total  of  219  attendances,  41  being  first 
attendances,  and  178  re-attendances.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dental  Treatment. 

Dental  Clinics  were  open  for  the  treatment  of  Expectant  or  Nursing 
Mothers,  and  children  of  pre-school  age,  on  Saturday  mornings,  at  60  St. 
Aldate’s,  Donnington  and  Bury  Knowle.  Patients  were  referred  for 
examination  by  the  Ante  Natal  Clinics,  the  Maternity  Home,  and  the 
Welfare  Centres. 

Children  under  5  years  of  age  attending  Public  Elementary  Schools 
were  inspected,  and  treated  when  necessary,  under  the  School  Dental 
Scheme. 

Dental  inspections  were  held  at  the  Day  Nurseries,  numbers  treated 
are  included  in  the  table  below.  The  condition  of  the  teeth  of  children 
of  this  age  was,  as  a  rule,  exceedingly  good. 
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Mr.  J.  F.  A.  Smytlie  was  responsible  for  carrying  out  or  supervising 
most  of  the  work  done  during  the  year,  as  I  did  not  return  from  service 
in  the  army  until  September.

The  City  Council  entered  into  an  agreement  which  took  effect  from 
1st  April,  1936,  whereby  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  the 
Sanitary  Officer  to  the  University  Delegacy  of  Logdings. 

The  inspection  of  University  Lodgings  involves: — 

(a)  detailed  inspections  in  the  case  of  applications  for  licences 
(including  a  complete  test  of  the  drainage  system) ;  and 

(b)  an  annual  inspection  of  all  licenced  lodgings. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  personally  responsible  for  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  all  new  lodgings  but  the  annual  inspections  are  carried  out  by 
the  District  Sanitary  Inspector.  Reports  are  submitted  to  the  Controller 
of  Lodgings,  with  whom  very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  in  all 
aspects  of  the  work.

(2)  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. 

(a)  Tubercle  bacilli. 

During  1943,  84  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli;  3  or  3.6  per  cent,  gave  a  positive  result. 

Details  of  the  three  positive  results  were  forwarded  to  the  appropriate 
County  Councils,  and  the  affected  cows  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  1938. 

(b)  Cleanliness. 

During  1943  routine  sampling  of  non-graded  milk  was  continued,  and 
89  samples  were  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  by  the  methy¬ 
lene  blue  reduction  test  and  also  for  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms. 

The  results  of  the  examinations  may  be  summarised  as  follows:-— 
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i.  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

The  standard  adopted  is  that  for  “Accredited"  milk,  viz.,  a  sample 
taken  at  any  date  from  the  1st  May  to  the  31st  October  is  regarded  as 
satisfying  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test  for  the  presence  of  bacteria 
if  it  fails  to  decolourise  the  methylene  blue  in  4|  hours.  A  sample  taken 
at  any  date  from  the  1st  November  to  the  30th  April  is  regarded  as 
satisfying  the  test  if  it  fails  to  decolourise  the  methylene  blue  in  5J  hours. 

47,  or  52.8  per  cent  of  the  samples  were  up  to  standard  and  42  or  47.2 
per  cent  below  it. 

ii.  Coliform  Organisms. 

The  standard  adopted  is  that  for  “Accredited"  Milk,  viz.,  absence  of 
coliform  organisms  in  one-hundredth  of  a  millilitre.  33  or  37.1  per  cent 
were  up  to  the  standard,  56  or  62.9  per  cent  below  it. 

iii.  Summary  and  remarks. 

The  89  separate  portions  of  non-graded  milk  were  examined.  30,  or 
33.7  per  cent  were  up  to  “Accredited"  standard  and  59,  or  66.3  per  cent 
below  such  standard. 

This  is  extremely  valuable  work.  Besides  indicating  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  sources  of  milk,  it  is  a  valuable  piece  of  educational  work  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  farmer  and  dairyman.  In  every  case,  the  results 
of  the  examinations  are  sent  to  the  persons  concerned,  together  with 
comments  as  to  possible  causes  of  unsatisfactory  results.  In  this  way  the 
co-operation  of  the  trade  is  secured  and  generally  speaking  the  work  is 
much  appreciated  by  the  dairymen  in  the  City.

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135  or  52.6  per  cent  of  the  samples  of  “Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified”) 
and  “Tuberculin  Tested”  Milk  were  up  to  the  prescribed  standard  and 
121  or  47.4  per  cent  below  standard.  Of  the  121  samples  below  standard, 
10  were  unsatisfactory  as  regards  methylene  blue  only;  51  as  regards 
coliform  organisms  only;  and  63  in  both  respects. 

29  or  51.6  per  cent  of  the  samples  of  “Accredited”  milk  were  up  to 
the  prescribed  standard  and  27  or  48.4  percent  below  standard.  Of  the 
27  samples  below  standard,  3  were  unsatisfactory  as  regards  methylene 
blue  only;  8  as  regards  coliform  organisms  only;  and  16  in  both  respects. 

102  or  60.3  per  cent  of  the  samples  of  “Pasteurised”  milk  were  up  to 
the  prescribed  standard  and  67  or  39.7  per  cent  below  standard.  Of  the 
67  samples  below  standard  35  were  unsatisfactory  as  regards  total  bacterial 
count  only;  8  unsatisfactory  when  subjected  to  the  “Phosphatase”  test 
only;  and  24  were  unsatisfactory  in  both  respects.

The  covered  market  is  fairly  satisfactory,  all  the  food  stalls  being 
under  cover. 

(4)  Shops,  Stalls  and  Vehicles. 

The  majority  of  meat  traders  now  keep  the  windows  of  their  shops 
closed  as  a  precaution  against  the  blowing  of  dust  and  dirt  on  to  their 
meat  and  in  only  a  few  cases  has  it  been  necessary  to  draw  their  attention 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  in  this  connec¬ 
tion.  It  cannot  be  emphasized  too  strongly  that  it  is  impossible  to  prevent 
the  contamination  of  meat  unless  it  is  kept  behind  glass. 

(5)  Slaughterhouses. 

Under  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  centralised  slaughtering  scheme  only 
3  slaughterhouses  are  now  in  use  in  the  city.  They  are  subject  to  daily 
inspection,  and  several  improvements  have  been  effected.

The  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  1939,  lays  down  that  unless  milk  con¬ 
tains  a  minimum  of  3  per  cent  fat  and  8.5  per  cent  solids-not-fat,  it  shall, 
until  the  contrary  is  proved,  be  deemed  to  have  been  adulterated.  The
